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DAD'S ON THE RUN 
TO HELP ARSON 
DAMAGED SCHOOL! 
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Firefighter Chris to run 
8.5 miles in full kit to help 
nursery which ‘means the 
world' to his daughter

A FIREFIGHTER is set to run 14 kilometres 
(8.5 miles) in full kit to raise funds for a 
nursery destroyed in an arson attack as he 
says the school *means the world" to his 
young daughter. 

The devastating blaze at Asmall Primary 
School in Ormskirk last month caused £2million 
worth of damage and will mean around 18 months 
of disruption for pupils. 

Now firefighter Chris Windsor, from Ormskirk, 
has been inspired to run from Southport Fire Sta- 
tion where he is based, all the way to the nursery, 
which his daughter Olivia, two, attends. 

Chris, 32, will complete the run in full fire-fight- 
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ing gear and breathing apparatus - which weighs 
10-15kilograms! 

The father of two, who also has James, four 
months, with his wife Jennifer, will undertake the 
fundraiser at 11am on Friday, August 6, which he 
expects to take around two hours. 

He is hoping to raise funds by online donations 
site Go Fund Me to pay for goods not covered by 


the insurance such as laptops. 

Chris said: "After the fire at Asmall 
Nursery I have decided to run from 
Southport Fire Station to the nursery in 
my full fire kit as well as breathing appar- 
atus! 

"Every penny raised will go towards 
replacing any of the equipment that was 
damaged or destroyed in the fire. 

“My own daughter attends the nursery 
and it means the world to her. 

"The staff do a fantastic job with all the 
children and put so much thought into all 
the activities they do - by replacing the 
equipment the nursery can get back to 
providing the fantastic environment for 
the children to thrive in again!"

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Vaccination pop-up 
clinics a ‘huge success?

WEST Lancashire's run of pop 
up and vaccine bus clinics have 
been hailed as a huge success by 
health chiefs. 

NHS West Lancashire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) 
worked with West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council and local GP 
Practices to provide vaccination 
opportunities to residents who 
may have had difficulties reaching 
the existing permanent sites. 

There were a series of pop up 
clinics across a three-week period, 
starting at Ennerdale Community 
Centre in Skelmersdale on June 
22 and concluding at the Ecumen- 
ical Centre on Friday, July 16. 

Residents were able to walk in 
without an appointment to receive a first or second 
dose of the Pfizer or AstraZeneca vaccine in com- 
munity settings such as church halls and village 
halls, while the vaccine bus was located in other 
highly popular areas. In total, more than 1,000 
doses of vaccine were administered across the 
course of the programme. 

The CCG and borough council worked together to 
identify areas across the region with the lowest 
uptake, engaging with residents and community 
groups to encourage them to take up the offer of a 
Covid-19 vaccine. 

The figures for West Lancashire published on 
Thursday, July 15 showed 79,789 people (around 
84 per cent of the adult population) had received a 
first dose of a Covid-19 vaccine, with 67,134 
(around 71 per cent of the adult population) also 
receiving an important second dose. 

Emma Robinson, Covid-19 vaccination pro- 
gramme manager for NHS West Lancashire CCG,

said: “The feedback received from the pop up and 
vaccine bus clinics was overwhelmingly positive. 

“We have heard lots of stories from people who 
were unable to get to our regular sites, or simply 
found it more convenient to pop in and get their 
vaccine in a community setting. 

“As a result, more people in West Lancashire are 
protected against Covid-19 through receiving a first 
or second jab. 

“It has been a true team effort. I would like to 
thank our GP teams for their tireless work 
throughout the vaccine rollout, West Lancashire 
Borough Council, all other site staff and volunteers, 
as well as those who welcomed us into their com- 
munities and opened up their premises for use. 

“The offer of a Covid-19 vaccine does not expire 
and it is not too late to come forward. Receiving 
both doses gives you longer-lasting and 
strengthened protection against the virus and our 
vaccine team would be delighted to welcome you.”

Police join forces with 
club to offer free boxing

YOUNG people are to be offered free 
boxing classes as part of a partner- 
ship between Skelmersdale Police 
and Birch Green Amateur Boxing 
Club. 

The club has secured funding, initially 
for six months and the scheme will com- 
prise of weekly two-hour classes. 

One hour working with young people 
who have previously been in trouble 


with the police as part of community 
resolution work and a one-hour class 
for anyone between the ages of 12-17 
who want to attend and learn new 
skills. 

PC Dean Skelton of Skelmersdale 
Police said: “We know from working 
with partners in the past that diversion- 
ary activities in areas where there are 
anti-social behaviour problems reduces 
the number of incidents that are repor- 
ted to us. 

“Not only that, but it provides young 
people with valuable skills such as dis- 
cipline, fitness, nutrition and taking 
responsibility for their actions. We'll 
work with the club to help encourage 
repeat ASB offenders to sign up to the 
classes." 

Kev Bateman is just one of the coaches 
at Birch Green ABC along with head 
coach Colin Day, Karl Day, Colin Day 
jnr, John Baxter and John Paul King, 
who will all be on hand to help with the 
initiative. 


Kev Bateman added: “Boxing can 
transform young lives, not only helping 
them with the physical and mental 
benefits, but also teaching them life 
skills. Through boxing, young people 
will learn the importance of self-belief, 
discipline, respect and pride." 

The open classes will run every 
Monday and Wednesday from 6pm - 
7pm, commencing mid August and the 
community resolution initiative will be 
Thursdays from 5pm-6pm.

^We have a real opportunity to 
make positive changes to poli- 
cing in our county and I want 
my Police and Crime Plan to 
reflect the views of all our com- 
munities.

“What I want to say to Lan- 
cashire residents is that your 
views matter and will help shape 
the priorities within the Police 
and Crime Plan for our county.

Information appeal over

A WOMAN was found uncon- 
scious at the roadside in Up 
Holland with serious head 
injuries. 

Officers were called to 
Pimbo Lane shortly before 
6.30am on Monday, July 19 
where they found an 18-year- 
old woman. 

She was taken to hospital 
where she remains in a stable 
condition. 

A 19-year-old man from Bick- 
erstaffe and a 22-year-old man 
from Skelmersdale were arres- 
ted on suspicion of Section 18 
Assault. 

They have since been 
released on bail pending fur- 
ther enquiries. 

DS Di Higham, of West Lancs 
CID, said: “As a result of this 


incident a young woman has 
been left with some very nasty 
injuries and at the moment we 
are working to establish the 
full circumstances of what has 
gone on. 

“We would ask any witnesses 
or anybody with CCTV, dash- 
cam or mobile footage which 
could assist our enquiries to 
get in contact with police as 
soon as possible. 

“A number of members of 
the public stopped to help the 
victim and I would personally 
like to thank them all for their 
assistance.”

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Police drone images 
show group of youths 
at cangerous quarry 


POLICE have released drone 
footage of a group of youths 
who were swimming at the 
dangerous East Quarry in 
Appley Bridge. 

The Champion has reported 
this month how large groups of 
young people have been illeg- 
ally gathering at the site, often 
drinking alcohol and leaving 
piles of rubbish behind. 

Police were forced to use dis- 
persal orders to prevent youths 
from entering the site. 

Groups of young people have 
again been seen at the site in 
the past week in the recent hot 
weather, having entered it 
through private gardens. 

They have also been ignoring 
safety warnings by swimming 
in the quarry. 

Police have now released 
images of some of the youths, 
which have been captured by a 
drone, in the hope of identify- 
ing those involved. 

Ormskirk and Rural West Lancashire Police pos- 
ted online: “During duty we were deployed to the 
quarry in Appley Bridge due to a report of kids in 
the quarry and hopping through private gardens 
to get in there. 

“With the use of the drone we have obtained 
some good images of the children involved. 

“We camt stress just how dangerous these

waters are. They have hidden dangers under- 
neath the water where your child could get 
trapped and the kids are risking their life to cold 
water shock.

65-year-old is jailed for 11 years as police urge 
other victims of historic crimes to come forward

DETECTIVES are encouraging victims of sexual 
abuse to continue to come forward after a 
Skelmersdale man was jailed for 11 years for 
historic abuse he committed in the town. 

David Gardner, 65, was also put on the Sex 
Offender’s Register for life, after being convicted of 
sexually abusing a boy and a girl between 2000 and 
2010. 

The victims were aged between 10 and 13 at the 
time. 

Although the victims were too young to fully 
understand what the defendant was doing to them, 
one did question what he was doing. In response, 
Gardner said it was "all just fun." 

He also made one of his victims watch videos of 
older men raping children. 

When Gardner was arrested, officers seized his 
electronic devices, they found thousands of images 
of indecent images of children, as well as extreme 
pornography. 

Gardner, of Alderley, Skelmersdale, was found 
guilty of sexual activity with a child and caus- 
ing/inciting sexual activity with a child. He pleaded 
guilty to possessing indecent images of children. 

He was sentenced at Preston Crown Court earlier 
this month. 

DC Dawn Croucher, of West Lancs CID, said: “First 
and foremost I want to praise the victims in this 
case for the bravery they have shown in coming for- 
ward and disclosing the horrendous offences

Gardner committed against them. 

“Gardner is a despicable individual who abused 
children to satisfy his own perverted sexual 
interests. 

“Although no sentence will ever reflect the dam- 
age a defendant has caused, I am pleased Gardner 
will now spend a considerable amount of time 
behind bars. 

“Iwould encourage anyone who has been the vic- 
tim of sexual offending - no matter how long ago it 
occurred - to contact Lancashire Police. You will be 
listened to and we will do all we can to bring the 
perpetrator to justice."

ANEW virtual museum and gallery is being created 
to encapsulate the past, present and future of 
Ormskirk, and the borough council need people's 
creativity to make it come to life. 

As part of Ormskirk's Heritage Action Zone 
(HAZ) programme ‘Once Upon a Town’, West Lan- 
cashire residents are being asked to help create 
‘The Clock Tower’ - a virtual museum and gallery, 
created to celebrate Ormskirk’s heritage and tell 
the tale of West Lancashire’s journey through the 
pandemic. 

This project is being delivered with lead partner 
Positive Placemakers Community Interest Com- 
pany (CIC) and is nearing completion.

Councillor David Evans, cabinet member for 
planning, said: “The virtual museum and gallery is 
areally exciting initiative. It will become a valuable 
resource for both schools and the community and 
can help showcase Ormskirk's wonderful heritage. 

“This is a great opportunity to really make history 
come alive and preserve it for future generations.

CHIEF executive of Southport and 
Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust, has left 
her position to take up the role of chief 
executive at Blackpool Teaching 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust. 

Trish Armstrong-Child was appointed as 
chief executive at Southport and Orm- 
skirk in 2019, having been previously 
deputy chief executive and director of 
nursing at Bolton NHS Foundation Trust. 

Ms Armstrong-Child said: “When I

gined that I would be leading the 
organisation and its staff through a global pandemic. 

“What seemed an ‘impossible ask’ of us 18 months 
ago saw the staff of Southport and Ormskirk rise to the 
challenge and, in the face of adversity, continue to 
serve the patients and the community when they 
needed us most. 

"This organisation has much to be proud of and I feel 
immensely proud to have been a part of it.” 

She was parised by Trust chair Neil Masom who said: 
“Trish has been an outstanding chief executive, guiding 
the organisation with skill and compassion through an 
extraordinarily challenging period. We wish her all the 
very best in her new role.” 

Meanwhile Southport and Ormskirk Trust bosses 
have said they are in discussion with St Helens and 
Knowsley Teaching Hospitals NHS Trust about the pro- 


spect of sharing services. 

Mr Masom, said: “The Trust has made significant pro- 
gress over the past 18 months to stabilise and improve 
service quality for patients. It is a massive testament to 
our staff that this has been achieved in the face of the 
Covid-19 pandemic. 

“Only this year, the Care 
Quality Commission reported 
improvements in all areas 
inspected following an unan- 
nounced visit as well as noting 
the positive changes to leader- 
ship and culture. 

“However, we still face signi- 
ficant challenges, especially 
around a dozen or so ‘fragile’ 
clinical services which we are 
unlikely to be able to continue 
providing alone. We can only 
do this with the support of the 
wider NHS. 

“The Trust Board and NHS 
England consider that St 
Helens and Knowsley Teaching Hospitals NHS Trust is 
best placed to offer support. We are now in discussions 
about how this might be achieved.” 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper added: “Trish 
came to Southport and Ormskirk at a very difficult 
time, and despite the circumstances, has done an 
impressive job. 

“Whilst it may be improving, I am still concerned 
about the quality of services provided by the Trust. 
With 13 fragile services, the Trust needs all the help 
and support it can get. 

“I am therefore glad that St Helen’s and Knowsley 
Teaching Hospitals have agreed to step in. As a CQC 
rated outstanding Trust, their expertise will be invalu- 
able in ensuring a sustained and permanent 
improvement of health services to my constituents.”

Hartley, a left-arm spinner 
and studied at Merchant 
Taylors’ School in Crosby, 
was arguably the 
Manchester Originals’ best 
bowler. 

He bowled ten consecut- 
ive deliveries at the start of 
the Invincibles’ innings and 
claimed the wickets of Eng- 
land players Sam Curran, 
out bowled to a surprise 
quicker delivery and Jason 
Roy to a catch by Tom Lam- 
monby for 20. 

Hartley finished with 
respectable figures of 2-20, 
even though he delivered 
15 balls in the powerplay 
and five at the end. 

Last year the 23-year-old enjoyed his breakthrough season 
for Lancashire and has been given a deal in the inaugural sea- 
son of the Hundred for Manchester Originals because of his 
form in his first full T20 Blast season. 

Bill Hartley, Tom’s dad, is a former international 400m 
hurldler who won a gold at the European Championships in 
1974.

Three driving theory 
test centres nearest 
to W Lancs to close 


MP slams decision as 
‘insulting’ as area has 
poor public transport

THREE driving theory test centres near to 
West Lancashire are to close in a decision 
described as “insulting and unaccept- 
able" by two local MPs. 

The driving theory test centres in South- 
port, Wigan and St Helens will close as part 
of a national strategy announced by the 
Driver and Vehicle Standards Agency. 

The DVSA will actually increase the num- 
ber of test centres across the country from 
180 to 202 as it says it wants a more even 
distribution of test centre locations ^which will 
make theory tests more accessible to those in remote 
areas of the country." 

But it means people in Southport and West Lan- 
cashire who want to take the theory test will have no 
option but to go to Liverpool city centre or Preston. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper said: “It is an 
insult to every one of my constituents that the Gov- 
ernment are claiming these changes are making 
driving theory tests more accessible. 

“West Lancashire already has limited public trans- 
port links, and now it is going to be even harder to 
get a driver's licence. 

“How are residents in Skelmersdale expected to 
get to a test centre with almost non-existent public 
transport and not being able to drive? 

“This is even more proof that the Government's so

called ‘Levelling Up’ agenda is actually a ‘Levelling 
Down’ agenda for the areas they aren't interested in! 

“I have written to both DVSA and the Transport 
Secretary to let them know that this type of treat- 
ment of West Lancashire is unacceptable.” 

Southport MP Damien Moore added: “Like my 
counterpart in West Lancashire, I am concerned by 
the decision to close theory test centres in South- 
port, Wigan, and St Helens. 

“Whilst the DVLA might argue that the number of 
test centres has increased, this proposed change will 
cause great inconvenience to many of my constitu- 
ents who will now have to travel further afield to 
either Preston or Liverpool to take a test. 

“Thave written to both the DVLA and the Transport 
Secretary to express my constituents concerns and 
will keep those who have written to me updated.”

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Repeated flooding at 
school must finally 


be resolved, says

REPEATED flooding problems at Town Green 
Primary School in Aughton needs to finally be 
resolved, according to Rosie Cooper MP, who 
has called on Lancashire County Council to 
take immediate action. 

This comes after the school had to 
again take precautionary measures when 
recent heavy rain led to water breaching 
three classrooms. 

The council has responded by saying 
they are looking to carry out drainage 
Ht to “further alleviate the prob- 
em.” 

The school has long struggled with significant 
flooding issues that have consistently forced the 
closure of the classrooms, sometimes for days at 
a time. 

Earlier this year, at Prime Minister’s Questions, 
the MP urged prime minister Boris Johnson to 
intervene to prevent the pupils of Town Green 
Primary from losing any more of their education 
due to flooding. 

Ms Cooper MP said: “It is simply unacceptable 
that the pupils and teachers at Town Green 
Primary School still must live with the constant 
threat of heavy rain disrupting their lessons. 

“The council had previously set out possible 
ways to resolve this issue but appear to have only 
taken the most basic steps so far. 

“The problem is caused by a culvert that runs 
underneath the school field, in times of heavy 
rain the culvert breaches and water floods onto 
the field and flows into the school! 

“Rather than fully investigating the culvert to 
repair or replace it, the council instead have

simply asked the neighbouring properties to 
check their section of the culvert is clear and is 
not impeding the flow of water. 

“This is clearly not a solution but allows the 
council to sit back and hope the issue goes away 
without spending a penny of their budget. 

“This is not a matter for half measures! Where 
children’s education is at risk, I expect the council 
to do more than what appears to be the bare min- 
imum!” 

A spokesperson for Lancashire County Council 
said: “The repeated and widespread flooding 
around Town Green is a long-running problem 
which has affected many people and properties 
over the years. 

“Investigations have been carried out into the 
flooding, by both West Lancashire Borough 
Council and the county council, supported by 
local landowners. 

“Recently drainage works to further alleviate 
the problem at Town Green Primary School have 
been identified, and the timing of this work is 
now being finalised.”

Cars are speeding straight 


into a zero emissions 


LET'S GET the obvious 
bit out of the way. 
Lotus new Emira - 
which for me at least is 
this year’s most 
eagerly ^ anticipated 
motoring arrival - 
looks fabulous. 

Aesthetically, it’s all 
the best bits of the all- 
electric Evija hypercar, 
which is ironic given 
that this Hethel's final 
offering to opt for 
internal combustion. It’s compact, not exactly 
overburdened with design details, beautifully pro- 
portioned and it didn’t look out of place at a press 
launch where seasoned petrolheads had just been 
treated to a succession of Elans, Elises and Exiges 
sliding about on the company’s test track. The 
final verdict will have to wait until people have 
driven it — preferably in real-world conditions, on 
public roads - but on looks alone, Lotus is onto a 
winner. 

Yet, to my mind at least, it’s managed to simul- 
taneously exist in two states at once, by replacing 
and not really replacing the Elise at the same time. 
Sure, Lotus took both the Elise and the track- 
focused Exige out of production earlier this year to 
make way for the new arrival, but the Emira is a 
very different animal to those two flyweight fun- 
seekers. 

The price, for starters. While the Emira’s £60k 
starting price is a fair chunk higher than the 
£45,500 it was asking for the Final Edition Elise a 
few months ago, it’s a lot more than the £20,950 — 
about £37k in today’s money - it was asking for 
the original Elise in the closing years of the last 
century. It weighs nearly twice as much as the 
Nineties pioneer too, but with good reason. Where 
Lotus originally made a spartan cabin into a 
selling point in the name of saving weight, the 
Emira has seats with four-way electric adjustment, 


future 


cruise control and 
electric folding 
door mirrors. Both 
will come alive on a 
quiet B-road in the 
Scottish Highlands, 
but the  Emira's 
emphatically the 
one you'd want to 
drive there, on the 
long slog up the 
M6. 


Whisper it quietly, 
but I dont think 
Lotus ever intended the Emira to really replace the 
Elise, or the Exige, for that matter. It's made no 
secret of the fact that this also the Evora's final 
year too — and it slots into that car's role perfectly. 
It's a GT that's as entertaining as any Lotus ought 
to be, but one that you could realistically use every 
day too. No Elise-esque acrobatics for getting in 
and out here! 

All of which means that Lotus has neatly left a 
sizeable gap beneath the Emira's £60k starting 
price for something smaller, lighter and more 
chuckable on a track day to truly replace the Elise 
— and we already know, by want of the Emira being 
the final petrol-powered Lotus, that it's going to be 
all-electric. 

Imagine that. Something that has the Emira’s 
clever extruded aluminium underpinnings - the 
thinking behind the original Elise, but with 
everything improved - and tuned by the best sus- 
pension engineers, and yet you can spend all day 
lapping Oulton Park or exploring the quieter bits 
of the Lake District with the wind in your hair, 
knowing that all anyone with an anti-car environ- 
mental streak can do is nod sagely in approval. 

The Emira is just the start. The car is speeding 
straight into a zero emissions future — so I’m glad 
it's Lotus in the driver's seat.
